Inwing tlie example of sister worker* 
in New York, several thousand shirt- 
waist makers of this city went on strike 
today for increased wages nnd better 
working conditions. 


In accordance with the program laid 


out nt the three largely attended ma*s 
meetings last night, the members of thu 
Ladies' Garment Workers' union report- 
ed at places of employment at the usual 
hour this morning and were accompan- 
ied bv a large number of sympathisers. 
Excited by the enthusiastic meetings of 
tbe previous evening, the- member* of. 
the union had difficulty 
in 
applyir^ 


themselves to work until the time agreed 
upon lo strike bad arrived. Promptly at 
the appointed hour, they left their work 
benches and machines and reported at 
strike headquarters. 


The strike, which has been agitated 


for some time was determined upon at 
a meeting of the strike committee of the 
union last Saturday night. 
The action 


was ratified at three big mass meetings 
last night in various halls. Addresses 
were made by John T. Murphy, president 
of the Central Labor union; Clarence 0. 
Pratt, national organizer of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway 
Employes of America; Mother Jones. J. 
Rosenberg of New York, International 
]«-esident of the Ladies' Garment TTork- 
ers' union, ami the officers of the local 
union. 


Recognition of the union is demanded

:Secretary of War Before the Supreme 


Court of Illinois. • 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., Dec. IS.— J. M. 


Dickinson, secretary of war, who was 
•former general counsel for the Illinois 
Central Railroad company, spoke for the 
Illinois Central today before the Illinois 
supreme court in the 
case 
instituted 


against the road by the state of Illinois 
to collect 820,000,000 alleged to be due 
•the state. 
W. S. Horton, the present 


general counsel of the road also spokn. 
The two attorneys contended that the 
law gave the governor power to act up- 
on the accounts and that the iact that 
the governor of Illinois had for thirty 
years accepted the payments made by 
the Illinois Central without questioning 
the correctness of the accounts, barred 
the state irom proceeding against the 
company for the alleged back dues. The 
company also asserts that under 
its 


charter, it was to pay only five per cent 
of its gross earnings on the charter lines 
into the state treasury, instead of the 
seven per cell). claimed by the state.

THAT POSTAL DEFICIT 


Evening Wisconsin: 
Referring in his 


message to the postal deficit President 
Taft called attention to the unprofita- 
bleness of second-class matter. The rule 
charged is one cent a pound, yet the 
average cost of carrying this class of 
matter is nine cents a. pound. From a 
hasty reading of what the president 
said the .inference would seem to bf: that 
the more second-class mail matter the 
postofficc department handles the lar- 
ger would be the deficit. In reality, how- 
ever, this inference would be unjusti- 
fied by the facts. Neither is it just to 
speak of newspapers as a class as sub- 
sidized by reason of the cent a pound 
rate for the division o( mail matter in 
which they are included. 


If newspaper men were questioned on 


.the subject of .what caused the deficit, 
they could give many reasons for it. One 
would..be the use. and abuse of the offi- 
cial franking privilege. If that privilege 
were abolished the postal deficit would 
disappear. 
As to whether . there is a 


loss by reason o'f the cent a pound rate 
on newspapers, this will not be clearly 
established until statistics a:e. made 
available showing the weight of news- 
papers carried in the mails and the av- 
erage distances for which they are car- 
ried. 
Very few newspapers have any 


considerable 
circulation farther 
away 


than a hundred miles from their office 
of publication. It is the 
magazines, 


which pay only as much per pound as 
the newspapers, but arc carried thous- 
ands of miles, that make the second- 
class mill rate on the whole unprofita- 
ble to the government. 


Rural free delivery routes have been 


established and are maintained in .vari- 
ous parts of the country 
which 
are 


sparsely settled. But these are a great 
convenience to the people, and the like- 
lihood of anyone rising in congress to 
propose their curtailment is unimagina- 
ble. 
Congressmen have never shown a 


disposition to rigidly limit the privilege 
of iranking. About the only place where 
a congressman drawing up a bill for the 
reduction of the deficit can be. easily 
conceived as likely to notice room for im- 
provement is the rate on magazines. 
Whether or not there will be serious con- 
sideration of the subject at this session 
remains to be seen.

Then there are many kinds of fungi

destroyed. 


The white heart-rot is the most common 
of these. 
It attacks the oak, walnut, 


hickory, beecli, maple and many other 
trees. 
The heart wood of the tree is 


changed by the action of the fungus into 
a light colored, flaky sort of substance 
which has no strength and can no longer 
be culled wood. Such a tree may live for 
many years, even though badlv diseased, 
but it has no value for timber. 


Cutting Down the Menu.—Verily, the 


\vavs of dietic righteousness is a straight 
and narrow path, remarks the New York 
Tribune. A big senatorium gives its pa- 
tients the followinp printed list of "dan- 
gerous foods:"

Colleges and universities do but little 


if anything to remedy the barbarism 
though it is pretended new rules do help 
to make the game safer, but the fatal 
record of 1909 does not prove such to be 
the case Not .long since the board of ed- 
ucation of Xew York city prohibited the 
game of football in the schools, and if the 
scholars play at all, it necessarily must 
not be under their school names.

LAXITY IN ENFORCING LAWS 


The address a few days since of Mr. 


C. H. Lee before a meeting of the Wo-

open violation of laws in our municipal- 
ities saying the weakness' of 
public 


sentiment was mostly responsible.

indifference of the public leads to the 
indifference of authorities and general 
laxity prevails.

1'nrther than this 
as to the system, is the unfortunate 
truth that in commencing a court .ics- 
sion or ease, no judge or attorney can 
possibly tell if the jury will stand proof 
as to being valid or not.

wjis defective, • a nil technicalities exist 
that, makes the trial. jury incompetent 
and illegal. 


It is becoming plain to many citizens 


equally as it is to members of the bar 
who honor their profession, that the 
jury system needs a decided change. If 
the system is to be retained certainly 
the method of selecting jurymen needs 
changing beyond any reasonable doubt,

With a lucky series of dally astro- 


nomical observations our position was 
now accurately fixed for each stage of 
progress. As we neared tue pole the 
Imagination quickened, and a restless, 
almost hysteric- excitement came over 
us. Tho boys fancied tbey saw beaver 
and seals, and 1 bad a new land under 
Observation 
frequently, but wltb a 


change in the direction of light or nn 
altered trend Jn our temperament tbe 
horizon cleared and we became eager 
only to push farther Into the mystery. 


From tbe eighty-eighth to the eighty- 


ninth thc ice wns lu very large fields 
and tbe surface was less Irregular, but 
in other respects' It whs about thc 
same as below the eighty-seventh. We 
noticed here a'lso an extension of the 
range of vision. 
We seemed to see 


longer distances tind thc Ice along tbe 
horizon had a less angular outline. 


The color of the sky and tho ice also 


changed to deeper purple bluns.

sions by other observations.

eagerness to find something unusual 
may have fired the Imagination, but 
since the earth is flattened at tie pole 
perhaps a widened horizon should be 
detected. 


At S o'clock on the morning of April 


10 wo ramped on a plctutvsque old 
field with, convenient hummocks, to 
which we could onsily rise for tbe fre- 
queut outlook which we now maintain- 
ed. Tbe tent was pitched. The dogs 
were stlrnwd by blocks of pemmican. 
Jn us new enthusiasm was aroused by 
a libei'nl pot of pea soup nnd a few 
chips of frozen meat, and then we 
bathed In ILf« giving sunbeams, screen- 
ed 
from 
r|ii> piercing a.lr by silk 


strands. It w:is a beautiful day, and 
had our sense of appreciation not beeii 
blumed by accumulated fatigue we 
would have greatly enjoyed the play 
of light and color ID the. ever changing 
scene of sparkle. 


The Eskimos were soon lost In a 


profound sleep, ibo only comfort in 
their hard lives, but 1 remained awake. 
as bad been my habit on succeeding 
days, to get nautical observations. The 
longitude calculations lined us at 04 
degrees 3 minutes. At noou the sun's 
altitude wns carefully set on tbe ser- 
tant. and the latitude quickly reduced 
gave SO degrees 31 minutes—twenty- 
nine miles from the polo. 


My heart Jumped for joy. and the 


unconscious commotion which I was 
creating awakened EtukisbuU. 
I told- 


him that in two- average marches we 
•would reach tbe "tlsl sbu" (the big 
onll). 


Ahwelab was awakened with a kick, 


and together they went out to a ham- 
mock and through glasses sought for 
a mark to locate so Important a place 
as the terrestrial ails. 
If but one 


sleep beyond It must be seen. 


I tried to explain that the pole was 


not visible to the eye; that its position 
was located only by a repeated use of 
tbe various Instruments. 
This entirely 


satisfied tbeli--curiosity, and they burst 
out In hurrahs of joy. 
For two hours 


they chanted aud danced the passions 
of wild life. 


Sleep l> Impossible. 


It was the flrst real sign of pleasure 


or rational emotion which they, had 
shown for several weeks. For some 
time 1 had entertained the fear that 
we no longer possessed the strength to 
return to land, but the unbridled flow 
of vigor dispelled that idea. 


More sleep was quite Impossible. We 


brewed an extra pot of tea. prepared a 
favorite broth of perouilcan. dug up a 
surprise of fancy biscuits and filled up 
on good thlugs to the limit of the al- 
lowance for our flnal feast days. The 
dogs, which bad joined the chorus of 
gladness, were given an extra lump of 
pemmicau. 
A few hours more were 


agreeably spent iu the tent, and then 
we started with a new spirit for the 
uttermost north. 


We were excited to a fever beat, 


Tne feet were light on tuls run. liven 
the dog* caught tbe infectious enthusi- 
asm and .rushed along at a pace wnicb. 
made It difficult for me to keep a suffi- 
cient advance to--set n good course. 
The horizon was still seurcbert for 
something to mark tho approaching 
boreal ceutcr, but nothing unusual wag 
seen. 
It was the same expanse of 


moving seas of ice ou which we had 
lived for 500 miles. 


But, looking through gladdened eyes, 


the scene assumed n new glory. There 
were plains of gold fenced In purple 
walls, with glided crests. 
It was one 


of the few days on iht> stormy pack 
when all nature smiled with cheering 
lights. 


From my position n few hundred 


yards abend of the sleds I <-oiikl uot 
resist tbe temptation to turn frequently 
to see tho movement of the dog train 
with-Its now tire. 
In this direction 


the color scheme wns reversed. Tbi; 
Icy walls were In gold and burning col- 


ors, while the plains represented overy 
shade of purple and blue. 


At the North Pole. 


Through this sen of i-olor the <!o 


cnrne with a spirited trend, noaes.dowu, 
.tails up und shoulders braced to the 
straps like chariot horses. The young 
Eskimos, chanting songs of love, came 
.with, easy step. The long whip was 
swung with a brisk crack, and all over 
there rose n cloud of frosted breath. . 


Camp was pitched early In ihe morn- 


Ing of April L'O. Tbe -sun .was north- 
east; the pncl! glowed In tones of lilac; 
the normal westerly nlr of shivers 
brushed our frosty faces. The surpris- 
ing burst of enthusiasm had been 
nursed to its limits, and under It n long 
march was inmlp over average Ice 
with 1be usual result of overbearing 
fatlgiie. Too tired and sleepy to wait 
for n cup of t™. melted snows wvjre 
poured down .and. i he. pemmican was 
pounded with the ax to. easo the task 
of the jaws. The-eyes-closed before 
the meal was finished, and the world 
was lost to us for eight hours. The 
observation gave latitude ..8.0 degrees 
46.5 minutes, longitude 04 degrees; 52 
minutes. 


With the boys slnglug and Ihe doss 


howling we started off after midnight 
on April 21. 
The .dogs 'tanked Ihrge 


and nnhle ns they came along that 
day, while Htuklshuk and Ahwelab. 
though thin Mild ragged, hnrl-a dignity 
as hemps of the greatest human bat- 
tle which hnd ever been fought with 
remarkable' success. 


"We wore all lifted to the paradise oC 


winners us wo stepped over tbe snows 
of a destiny for which we had risked 
life and willingly suffered the tortures 
of an Icy hell. 


The Ice .under us seemed almost sa- 


cred.
